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DRIVER DIES AFTER LORRY PLOUGHS INTO TREE DURING RUSH HOUR 



A LORRY driver died after 
ploughing into a tree on the 
Birmingham New Road in Tip- 
ton during rush hour. 

The lorry careered off the road 
just past the Tipton Road junction 
close to the rail bridge and fire¬ 
fighters had to cut the driver free 
from his cab before he was taken 
to hospital suffering from serious 
injuries. 

In the aftermath police were 
forced to shut the road - one of the 
busiest in the Black Country - in 
both directions. 

The closure stretched from Tip- 


ton Road, near the Black Country 
Living Museum, to theBurnt Tree 
Island. 

Witness Phillip Thompson, aged 
42, from Claregate, in Wolver¬ 
hampton, said the lorry missed his 
red Astra by a whisker as he was 
on his way to work in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Witnesses 

He said: “It looked he was com¬ 
ing straight at us. He just missed 
me by a few metres.” 

Mr Thompson said some other 
motorists jumped out of their cars 
and rushed to try and help the 


victim before emergency services 
arrived. 

Queues of traffic stretched back 
for miles in all directions after the 
crash at 8.30am yesterday. West 
Midlands Police are now appealing 
for witnesses to come forward or 
anyone with dash-cam footage of 
the crash. 

Sergeant Lee Froggatt said: “We 
closed the road in both directions 
so that forensic examinations 
could be carried out. 

“It caused significant traffic de¬ 
lays.”

Rodents found during routine inspection spark fines 


£9,600 BILL OVER 
MICE AT TAKEAWAY 


A TAKEAWAY owner has been ordered to 
pay out more than £9,600 after mice were 
found at the premises. 


Desi Roti and Khana, in Cape Hill, Smethwick, was 
closed after the rodents were discovered during a 
routine hygiene inspection last year. And last Thurs¬ 
day owner Abid Hussain admitted four food hygiene 
charges and was fined at Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates Court. 


Hussain pleaded guilty to 
failing to keep a food premises 
clean, failure to protect food 
against contamination, failure 
to have adequate procedures in 
place to control pests, and fail¬ 
ure to implement and maintain a 
food safety management system. 

He was fined £2,000 for each 
of the offences and told to pay a 
victim surcharge of £170 as well 
as full costs to Sandwell Council 
of £1,439.59.

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Anger as incinerator scheme returns

A CONTROVERSIAL bid to put a huge 
energy plant next to the M5 is back 
on the table - just months after being 
thrown out by Sandwell planning boss¬ 
es. 

Versus Oak Energy saw its plan to 
build a 10,000sq m incinerator in West 
Bromwich turned down in June. But 
the plans have now resurfaced, with the 
company lodging a bid for a permit with 
the Environment Agency - to the fury of 
planning officials in the borough. 

Sandwell Council said it had not yet 
received notice of an appeal but that 
the move for the environmental permit 


signalled one was likely. Planning appli¬ 
cations which are refused can be subse¬ 
quently appealed and scrutinised by an 
independent inspector. It is not uncom¬ 
mon for decisions to be overturned on 
appeal. 

The massive facility is proposed for 
land at Kelvin Way and would tower 
over the M5 and would convert 400,000 
tons of waste into electricity to power 
70,000 homes in the area a year. 

However, the scheme attracted strong 
criticism from residents and leading pol¬ 
iticians, including MP Tom Watson, who 
called for it to be scrapped. Critics say 


the incinerator would create noise and 
pollution and be overbearing on the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Councillor Bob Piper, who sits on the 
planning committee, said he would not 
be impressed if an appeal was lodged. 
He said: “I would be annoyed that they 
have overruled public opinion. It’s okay 
for them to appeal the decision but if the 
people object they haven’t got the right 
to appeal, they just have to accept it.” 

A Sandwell Council spokesman said: 
“We have not yet received notice of ap¬ 
peal. The applicant has until December 
to appeal.” 


Nuts found in meal 
sold as peanut-free 


A RESTAURANT which put cus¬ 
tomer’s lives at risk by having 
peanuts in a dish advertised as 
‘peanut-free’ has been ordered 
to pay more than £3,000. 

Trading standards officers discov¬ 
ered a lamb korma and rice dish, 
which was sold as being peanut-free, 
contained 31mg per kg of peanuts, 
which would have been enough to give 
an allergic person an anaphylactic re¬ 
action 

Sayma Bibi Khanom and Shamsu Miah, 
who run the Stone Cross Balti restaurant 
in West Bromwich, both pleaded guilty to 
food safety offences at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court. 

Sandwell Council said the situation at 
the restaurant was ‘potentially fatal’ 

The authority’s trading standards team 
uncovered the risk in September 2017, 
when officers were testing food served in 
takeaways and restaurants to check bosses 
were complying with rules on food aller¬ 
gens and food labelling. 

Experts said the traces of peanuts in 
the popular dish would easily be enough 
to cause anaphylactic reaction - which can 
result in death - in someone allergic to pea¬ 
nuts. It is believed the traces found in the 
dish at Stone Cross Balti were found due 
to cross-contamination from an ingredient 
the business did not know contained pea¬ 
nuts. 

The court heard that the restaurant had 
received advice from the local authority 
when the regulations requiring allergen 
information to be provided came into force, 
but failed to implement the guidance pro¬ 
vided. 

Bibi was fined £320, ordered to pay costs 
of £935 and a £32 victim surcharge. While 
Miah was fined £535, ordered to pay costs 
of £935 and a £53 victim surcharge. 

Both were also convicted of failing to be 
able to provide traceability details for the 
lamb used in the meal, though there was no 
separate penalty for that offence. 


Blind Dave back after Great Wall trek

The family were part of a 
22-strong group including West 
Brom legend, Brendon Batson, 
and Cyrille Regis’ widow Julia and 
daughter Michelle. Dave, who was 
back at home in West Bromwich, 
said: “Aye the knees are aching a 
bit but it’s been a fantastic trip.” 


To prepare for the trek, the Hee¬ 
ley family pounded the steps of the 
stands of The Hawthorns. 

Soon the group were stepping 
onto the Great Wall itself with its 
sometimes crumbling pathway. 

Temperatures could also vary 
from -1C at night to 27C in the day¬ 
time with walks taking up to seven 
hours to complete daily. 

But sharing the experience with 
his family helped ease the pain. “It 
was the first [challenge] as a family 
and hopefully not the last.” 


Sculpture 
of soldier 
is near to 
completion 

A STATUE of the First World War Sikh 
soldier will be unveiled in Smethwick 
next month - in time for the 100th anni¬ 
versary of the end of the war. 

The Lions of the Great War monu¬ 
ment is entering its final stages and will 
be unveiled in High Street on Sunday, 
November 4. 

Guru Nanak Gurdwara Smethwick 
has commissioned the 10-foot high 
bronze statue to honour the sacrifices 
made by South Asian service personnel 
of all faiths who fought for Britain in 
the war and other conflicts. The event 
on November 4 - exactly one week be¬ 
fore Remembrance Sunday - will begin 
at 10am, before a one-minute silence at 
11am, followed immediately by the un¬ 
veiling. 

Black Country-based sculptor Luke 
Perry said the sculpting was now at a 
‘very exciting’ stage. He said: “Having 
completed the last pour of the bronze, 
finishing the head was a great relief. 

“The piece is growing quickly piece by 
piece as we weld and beat the structure 
into shape, thus finally realising in metal 
the sculpture that we’ve been looking at 
in pieces of clay and wax for months.” 

Millions of men from the Indian sub¬ 
continent fought in the two world wars, 
serving in the British Indian Army.

Cemetery 
plans are 
put on hold 
by council 

COUNCILLORS have put the brakes 
on controversial plans to build a huge 
new cemetery on open green space in 
the Black Country. 

The plans for the new burial space 
opposite the existing Powke Lane Cre¬ 
matorium in Rowley Regis have been 
deferred to a later date - after council¬ 
lors expressed their concerns. 

A number of councillors at a full 
council meeting said they would be 
voting against it, which was met with 
cheers and applause in the public gal¬ 
lery. 

Councillor Paul Moore withdrew 
the report from the agenda in light of 
the discussions. The plans will be fur¬ 
ther scrutinised before brought back 
before the council. 

Sandwell Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved the application ear¬ 
lier this month, but it had to come 
before full council as it was a depar¬ 
ture from the approved Local Devel¬ 
opment Plan. The current cemetery 
has approximately four years before it 
will unable to accommodate any more 
burials, the meeting was told. 

The council had received two peti¬ 
tions containing more than 800 sig¬ 
natures. 

Councillor Danny Millard said: 
“This is green space used by children, 
young people and adults. The area is 
used and needed. It is not just com¬ 
munity open space it is also home to 
many animals.”

Campaigners rally against homes

DOZENS of furious campaigners de¬ 
scended on a Black Country nature 
reserve to voice opposition to a new 
controversial homes bid. 

The group arrived at Saltwells Na¬ 
ture Reserve, in Dudley, armed with 
petitions and banners calling on plans 
for nine large four and five-bedroom 
homes to be scrapped. 

Angry residents officially launched 
their campaign by pledging to fight 
the plans after receiving the backing 
of West Midlands Police on Monday. 

Lesley Dunn, campaign group 
co-ordinator, said: “There is such a 


strength of feeling. We oppose the de¬ 
velopment in the centre of Saltwells 
Wood. This is our countryside and it 
will be opposed. I can not think of a 
single person in Dudley that will be 
in favour of it. 

“In four days we have got 4,700 
people on the Facebook group. The 
online petition has 5,000 signatures 
in less than a week. 

“People love this area, this is our 
countryside, we do not have a lot in 
Saltwells - I cannot believe Dudley 
Council would want the nature re¬ 
serve to be damaged in any way. 


“There was a previous planning ap¬ 
plication that was much smaller that 
expired in February. For this devel¬ 
opment the planning is ludicrous - it 
is for nine four and five bedroomed 
houses. We are very confident that the 
planning application will be refused. 
This is an opportunity to return that 
parcel of land to the wood perma¬ 
nently.” 

Alongside the online petition, cam¬ 
paigners have also set up a Facebook 
group called Save Saltwells Nature 
Reserve, with the group already 
boasting more than 2,500 members. 


Weighty problem for 
children in borough 


CHILDREN in Sandwell are the third 
fattest in the country - and they are 
continuing to get bigger, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

Latest statistics show that well over 
a quarter of 10 and 11 year olds in the 
borough are now clinically obese, coming 
third in the national tables behind two 
London boroughs. 

They show that, in Sandwell, 28.1 per cent of 
youngsters in this age category are considered 
obese, meaning they are at least 20 per cent 
heavier than they should be. The figure com¬ 
pares to 27.4 per cent last year. 

A further 14.2 per cent in the same age group 
are heavier than they should be, although not 
obese, while 7.5 per cent are classed as severely 
obese, with a BMI of 40 or more. Overall more 
than four in 10 children in the borough are of¬ 
ficially overweight. 

It comes after Wolverhampton childhood 
obesity figures revealed the city ranked as the 
fifth worst in the country. Some 26.8 per cent 
of children in Year 6 - and almost 50 per cent 
in Bilston East and 44 per cent in Blakenhall - 
are classed as obese. 

Higher 

In Walsall, 25.6 per cent of youngsters that 
age are obese, while Dudley boasts the lowest 
rate in the Black Country at 25.5 per cent fig¬ 
ure, though still higher than the national aver¬ 
age of 20.1 per cent. 

The figures were published by the National 
Child Measurement Programme, which each 
year measures the height and weight of more 
than a million children in Reception and Year 
6. The data shows that children often develop 
weight problems while at primary school. 

In Sandwell 12.4 per cent of Reception-aged 
children, aged four and five, are classed as clin¬ 
ically obese - up from 12 per cent, also one of 
the highest rates in the country, with severely 
obese children making up 3.6 per cent of four- 
and five-year-olds in the borough. 

Public Health Minister Steve Brine said: 
“We are willing to do whatever it takes to keep 
children healthy and well in this country.” 


Work restarts on Midland Met 



WORKMEN have returned to 
Sandwell’s part-built ‘super hos¬ 
pital’ as construction resumed fol¬ 
lowing a nine-month delay. 

Building work on the crisis-hit 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital 
has restarted after the Govern¬ 
ment agreed to save the stricken 
scheme to replace Sandwell Gen¬ 


eral. It is due to open in 2022, 
three years behind schedule. 

The hospital site, which towers 
over Grove Lane, has been left 
abandoned since the collapse of 
Carillion in January. 

It led to a major crisis over the 
completion of the hospital.Health 
experts say the job is now back on 


track. Repairs to work previously 
completed will have to be done 
first by Balfour Beatty before pro¬ 
gress can be made on completing 
the rest of the facility. The price 
tag has grown to £475 million. 

Health Secretary Matt Hancock 
recently visited the construction 
site.

Fingerprinting the 
suspects 'on move' 

POLICE officers will be able to fin¬ 
gerprint suspects ‘on the move’ after 
hundreds of new mobile fingerprint 
devices were brought in. 

West Midlands Police has invested 
in 657 of the machines, which enable 
people’s details to be checked on the 
streets. 

Bosses say the move will save the 
force time and money, while also en¬ 
abling officers to spend more time 
‘fighting crime’. 

The force has spent £262,000 on the 
devices, which will initially be used 
by force response teams, operations 
officers and neighbourhood policing 
teams. 

Medics want more 
social care funding 

PATIENTS will be left ‘stranded’ in 
hospitals and GP waiting rooms un¬ 
less more money is found for social 
care, leading medics have warned. 

In a letter to the Chancellor ahead 
of the budget, leading British health¬ 
care groups warned that more money 
needs to be ploughed into social care 
and public health services. 

Without investment, “consequent 
demand on NHS services will not be 
manageable”, according to the letter. 
The authors said the funding gap in 
social care services , estimated to be 
£3.5 billion by 2025 for adult care ser¬ 
vices in England alone, needs to be 
plugged as “a matter of urgency”. 

Children witness 
animal cruelty 

MORE than a fifth of schoolchildren 
in the West Midlands have witnessed 
animal cruelty and neglect on social 
media, the RSPCA has revealed. 

The charity said it was seeing 
nearly 5,000 such incidents reported 
each year. More than 400 have been 
reported in the West Midlands in 
2016, 2017 and the first six months of 
2018, and 238 in Staffordshire. 

In response, the charity is launch¬ 
ing its biggest ever education and pre¬ 
vention programme aimed at children. 

Lower interest rates 
help first-time buyers 

FIRST-TIME buyers are driving the 
housing market with the number of 
mortgages handed out to this sector 
reaching its highest levels in over a 
year in August, lenders have reported. 

There were 35,500 new first-time 
buyer mortgages completed in August, 
two per cent more than in the same 
month a year earlier, trade associa¬ 
tion UK Finance said. Experts put this 
down to low interest rates 


'Cannabis farmers' face deportation 


FOUR men arrested on suspicion 
of cultivating cannabis in the Black 
Country have been transferred to 
an immigration reception centre in 
Kent. 

The men, all Albanian nationals in 
the country illegally, were arrested 
after more than 1,000 cannabis plants 
were discovered at the Granada Trad¬ 
ing Estate in Oldbury. 

Police found the drugs farm after 


being tipped off about men trying to 
ram-raid a unit with a van. 

The men failed to smash their way 
in and when West Midlands Police 
officers arrived they found the plants 
and the four suspected drugs farmers, 
aged 21, 22, 29 and 30. 

As well as the industrial cannabis 
set-up, officers have now revealed 
that specialist search teams found 
a shotgun on the roof of the unit, as 


well as a live shotgun cartridge and 
a black handgun hidden inside a bag. 

Both weapons have since been sent 
off for forensic analysis. 

Photos taken at the drugs farm 
showed hundreds of plants packed 
into the unit, off Park Lane near 
Junction two of the M5. Wires were 
connected to plugs attached to 
wooden posts. 

Detective Inspector Phil Asquith 


said: “The men trying to force entry 
to the unit made off very quickly.”

Officials had been discussing plans 
for Three Degrees project for more 
than a year but the death of Cyrille 
Regis in January added extra poign¬ 
ancy to the idea. 

The story of the iconic trio of Cyrille, 
Brendon Batson and Laurie Cunning¬ 
ham is told through the final script 
written by Lesley Lingard-Lane. 

West Brom Director of Communi¬ 
cations Martin Swain said: “The idea 
was to introduce the story of that time 
to a new generation who may not be 
aware of that Albion team’s signifi¬ 
cance. There is a legacy element to 


the idea in that the Albion Founda¬ 
tion will develop a learning tool from 
the show which will be delivered to 
schools throughout the region.

City living 
costs eat 
up 48pc of 
workers'pay 

OFFICE professionals working in 
Birmingham spend just 48.2 per cent 
of their monthly wage on living costs, 
according to research conducted by 
independent jobs website CV-Library. 

This compares to London where the 
figure is 83.1 per cent. 

After London, Aberdeen and Glas¬ 
gow, Birmingham offered the fourth 
highest average monthly pay in the 
UK of £2,091.09 in the first nine 
months of this year with workers left 
with £1,083 after living costs, includ¬ 
ing rent, council tax, a local monthly 
travel card, basic utility bills and gro¬ 
ceries. 

Lee Biggins, founder and managing 
director of CV-Library, said: “While 
monthly living costs in Birmingham 
aren’t as low as other UK cities, pro¬ 
fessionals benefit from much higher 
pay, giving them the ability to enjoy 
their wages and save for the future.” 

The study also explored the average 
cost of purchasing a one-bed flat in 
UK cities and reveals the percentage 
of monthly income that would need to 
be spent on mortgage re-payments in 
Birmingham was just 36.5 per cent, 
compared to 108 per cent in London. 

“House prices are sky rocketing 
across the UK and this only means 
trouble for workers located in the 
likes of London,” Mr Biggins added. 

“However, if you’re based in Bir¬ 
mingham, you’re in a great position 
to start saving and get yourself on the 
property ladder.” 

Drones may ID 
elderly at risk 

DRONE footage used to hunt crimi¬ 
nals could now be used to help identi¬ 
fy elderly residents at risk. 

Dudley Council wants to ask police 
to share footage collected by thermal 
cameras flying overhead to find homes 
where people are at risk of fuel pov¬ 
erty. 

Officials have suggested the move 
after West Midlands Police asked for a 
licence to fly drones from land owned 
by the local authority. Police use the 
aircraft to collect evidence, including 
filming crime scenes, providing live 
feeds direct from major incidents or 
football games and protests, and to 
hunt for criminals in large and hard- 
to-reach areas like parkland. 

The application to next week’s cab¬ 
inet has led to a suggestion that ther¬ 
mal images could also be used to see 
which homes are not heated properly. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said 
said: “The purpose is for it not to jeop¬ 
ardise privacy.” A report from officers 
recommends granting the police a li¬ 
cence to fly from council land.

Railings 

Earlier this year a car ploughed through a 
front garden railings and hit a house in Tiver¬ 
ton Road. It was the third successive year it 
had happened. 

Councillor Hosell said: “We have received 
numerous complaints about people speeding 
along these roads. It is not a cash cow - it is to 
make our estate’s roads safer.” 

Councillor Hosell said Kids Courts were al¬ 
ready working effectively in other areas. 

“Police are stopping the people who are 
excessively speeding and they are given the 
chance of paying a fine or going in front of Kids 
Court,” he said. “We are working with schools 
for this. A child might say to them how would 
you feel if you had run me over and killed me? 
I have seen hard-faced drivers go out of there in 
tears and would never speed again.” 

Sandwell Council has introduced 20mph 
zones on numerous roads.

University student Charlie Hey- 
wood, 19, was killed when he was hit 
by a car driven at speed while crossing 
the A34 in June, 2016. 

James Wilson, of Chudleigh Grove, 
Great Barr, was sentenced at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court after being 
found guilty of causing death while 
driving without due care, while over 
the prescribed limit for drugs and 
while uninsured. He was also banned 
from driving for six years upon his 
release, subject to an extended retest.

When fast 
still meant 
top marks 
in design 

FIFTEEN years ago this week, crowds 
gathered around Fleathrow Airport, their 
noses pressed against the perimeter 
wire. As the flight from New York to Lon¬ 
don touched the runway, there was barely 
a dry eye in the audience. 

The plane in question was Concorde, 
and the journey the world’s last super¬ 
sonic flight. Incredibly, next year also 
marks the 50th anniversary since it first 
took to the air. Even today, Concorde is 
a remarkable feat of engineering. Faster 
than the speed of sound, it got you from 
London to New York in about the same 
time it took to drive to the airport. 

And this year also marks 80 years since 
Mallard broke the world speed record, 
hitting 126mph near Grantham. Like Con¬ 
corde, Mallard was remarkable not only 
for what it achieved, but also for its beau¬ 
ty of design. Look at its sleek, futuristic 
lines, and contrast them with the shabby 
old multiple units you find running today’s 
commuter routes. 

The 20th century was the age of the 
artist engineer, visionaries who achieved 
the impossible and created something 
beautiful. Whereas today’s technology 
revolves around dreary computers and 
phone apps, creating a generation of in¬ 
troverted teenagers and putting our high 
streets out of business.

ON the plus side, advances in ro¬ 
bot technology mean we will only need 
to work a four-day week. At least that’s 
what shadow chancellor John McDon¬ 
nell says. The other way of looking at it 
is that, as robots render human labour 
obsolete, countless jobs will be lost and 
millions thrown onto the dole.

ONCE a year it is legitimate, in fact en¬ 
couraged, for children to don terrifying 
masks and demand money with menaces 
from people sitting in their own homes.

The flu vaccine is available free of 
charge to anyone with asthma who 


meets any of the following criteria: 

• they have been using preventer 
medicine 

• they have needed a course of oral 
or systemic steroids 

• they have had a previous hospital 
admission because of their asthma. 

It can take up to two weeks for the 
vaccine to be fully effective, so we are 
urging people to get it as soon as pos¬ 
sible so they’re protected during the 
‘peak flu’ season in December and Jan¬ 
uary.

supporters on train

A WOLVES supporter punch¬ 
ed two teenage Baggies fans 
on a train, a court has heard. 

Andrew Cushley, of Swancroft 
Road, Tipton, appeared before 
Walsall Magistrates Court last 
Thursday. 

The 47-year-old pleaded guilty to 
two charges of common assault, but 
only on the basis the teenagers had 
been verbally assaulting his friend, 
and the assault was not football re¬ 
lated. 

But prosecuting, Alisha Bartimus 
dismissed his claims and said Cushley 
had approached the two teenagers, 
saying, ‘Albion youth are we?’. 

She added it was an unprovoked at¬ 
tack by the Wolves fan. 

Unprovoked 

The charges related to an incident 
on a train in Wolverhampton on Sep¬ 
tember 29. 

Shabeer Qureshi, defending, said: 
“The basis of plea the defendant will 
plead guilty to - charges of common 
assault - are the defendant was on the 
train and was informed by a female 
friend she had been verbally abused 
by two teenagers in a group. 

“The defendant approached them 
about their behaviour and upsetting 
his friend. The group were all intox¬ 
icated. 

“The defendant asked if they liked 
abusing women and they laughed. 

“He threw three or four punches. 
The defendant accepts his actions 
were reckless. 

“The defendant denies any football 
teams were mentioned and this was 
not football related.” 

But Mrs Bartimus said the basis 
of the plea was not acceptable to the 
crown. 


“The victims are 17 years of age,” 
she said. 

“The victims were West Bromwich 
Albion supporters and on the train the 
defendant approached them and said 
words similar to, ‘Albion youth are 
we?’. 

“The victims were both punched to 
the face area. The crown say it was 
completely unprovoked and was foot¬ 
ball related. 


“It has been some time since the de¬ 
fendant has been before the courts.” 

Chairman of the magistrates, Claire 
Brentnall, accepted his basis of plea 

- as they felt it would not make a 
significant difference to the sentence 

- and adjourned for three weeks for a 
pre-sentence report to be prepared. 

Cushley will next appear back before 
Walsall Magistrates Court on Novem¬ 
ber 9.

It will have an Olympic-sized 
competition swimming pool, a 25m 
diving pool, sports hall, gyms and a 
cycling studio. 

The site, at Londonderry Play¬ 
ing Fields, will also have hundreds 
of parking spaces while trees and 
paths around the site will be pre¬ 
served and improved. 

A full planning application will 
follow later in the winter, which 
will include a public consultation. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet

member for leisure and the Com¬ 
monwealth Games Councillor Bill 
Gavan said: “We’re now getting 
close to the planning application 
being finalised. 

“We’ve outlined what we want to 
do with the site, which includes a 
new urban park, keeping and im¬ 
proving a football pitch and build¬ 
ing new team changing rooms as 
well as a brand-new outdoor chil¬ 
dren’s play area - not to mention 
the fantastic facilities we’ll have 
inside the building. 

“It’s exciting for us to be host¬ 
ing an international event while 
creating a building that’s going to 
deliver top-class leisure opportuni¬ 
ties for local people.” 

Leader of Sandwell Council, 
Councillor Steve Eling, said: 
“Smethwick desperately needs new 
leisure facilities - the big public 
survey we did last year told us that. 

“We’ve worked hard to identify a 
suitable site that is not green-belt 


and to draw up plans that retain 
this as a green space combined 
with what will be a fantastic lei¬ 
sure facility. 

“It’s a huge honour for us to be 
hosting the swimming and diving 
events for the 2022 Common¬ 
wealth Games and not only that, 
for us to have the opportunity to 
build the best possible leisure cen¬ 
tre we can for Smethwick.” 

The new leisure facility will also 
include as a minimum: 

An Olympic-sized competition 
swimming pool, a 25m diving pool, 
and a community pool; 

• 1,000 spectator seats;

•125-station gym; 

• 25-station ladies-only gym; 

• Indoor cycling studio; 

• Dry-dive facility; 

• Sauna/steam room; and a

dpd goes 
all-electric 
in capital 

DPD, which has its UK 
head office in Smethwick, 
has opened the UK’s first 
all-electric parcel depot in 
central London. 

Plans for a further seven 
all-electric depots in the 
capital have also been an¬ 
nounced. The new 5,000 sq 
ft facility on Vandon Street 
will be known as DPD 
Westminster and will have 
capacity to deliver 2,000 
parcels a day utilising an 
all-electric fleet. 

DPD has invested more 
than £500,000 refurbishing 
the site including the intro¬ 
duction of a state-of-the-art 
electric charging system 
that will enable the deploy¬ 
ment of electric vehicles 
without major infrastruc¬ 
ture upgrades. 

Using all-electric vehicles 
in both the inward feed of 
parcels to DPD Westmin¬ 
ster, and the final delivery 
to customers, DPD will in¬ 
itially see a reduction of 45 
tons of C02 each year. 

This will increase as 
more all-electric vehicles 
and depots are introduced 
into the DPD’s all-electric 
network. DPD has deployed 
three new types of all-elec¬ 
tric vehicles to operate the 
depot. 

Dwain McDonald, chief 
executive of DPD, said: 
“This is a hugely significant 
announcement for us with 
Westminster set to be the 
first of a series of all-elec¬ 
tric DPD depots. 

“We want to be the 
leader in alternative fuel 
vehicles in the UK, with the 
ultimate aim being to move 
to a zero emission fleet.”

Dogs home 
will get 
gambled 
cash back 


GAMBLING giant Paddy Power Betfair has 
been fined more than £2 million after allow¬ 
ing disgraced Birmingham Dogs Home chief 
Simon Price to gamble charity money. 

The firm agreed to repay all the stolen cash gam¬ 
bled away by addict Mr Price on its sites. Mr Price 
gambled away £640,000 of the £894,753 he stole. 


However, it is not known 
how much of this was gam¬ 
bled with Paddy Power Bet- 
fair. The charity will receive 
a slice of the firm’s £500,000 
divestment. Birmingham 
Dogs Home runs Sunny- 
side Centre in Coven, South 
Staffordshire, as well as its 
base in Solihull. 

The Gambling Commis¬ 
sion fined the betting firm 
£2.2m after discovering ‘sig¬ 
nificant’ amounts of stolen 
money had been gambled 
on the online exchange Bet- 
fair after proper anti-money 
laundering checks were not 
carried out. 

An investigation by the 
watchdog also found Paddy 
Power did not protect three 
customers showing signs of 
gambling addiction. 

The commission’s inquiry 
centred on five customers

in 2016, including two who 
were allowed to gamble sto¬ 
len money - one of whom 
was disgraced former Bir¬ 
mingham Dogs Home chief 
executive Mr Price. 

He and his wife Alayna 
admitted cheating the char¬ 
ity out of £894,754 over four 
years from 2012 to feed Mr 
Price’s gambling addiction. 

Mr Price was jailed for 
five years at the end of 2017, 
while Mrs Price was given a 
two-year suspended term. 

The regulator also found 
three Paddy Power cus¬ 
tomers were allowed to bet 
‘extensively’ online and 
through its betting shops 
despite signs of problem 
gambling, which were not 
picked up after failures to 
interact with the punters.

Burglar who apologised 
gets 10 months in jail

A BURGLAR returned to the 
scene of the crime four hours 
later to apologise to the terrified 
90-year-old victim, a judge heard. 

The elderly woman was asleep when Ga¬ 
briel Scoban broke a window in the back 
door and slipped into her Langley home 
but she woke when he stepped into her 
bedroom at 3am on September 17, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

“She saw the defendant in the doorway, 
screamed, got out of her bed, grabbed hold 
of her walking stick and told him, in no un¬ 
certain terms, to leave,” revealed Ms Car¬ 
oline Harris, prosecuting. The 29-year-old 
Romanian immigrant escaped with just a 
couple of pounds, a packet of cigarettes, a 
lighter and the keys to the bungalow. 

But Scoban came back at 7am, knocked 
on the kitchen window with the keys which 
he then used to open the door before drop¬ 
ping them on the floor and saying ‘sorry’ 
before running off again, continued Ms 
Harris 

The victim, who suffers from Parkin¬ 
son’s Disease and has a pacemaker, and her 
granddaughter, who had rushed to her side 
as soon as she heard of the break in, both 
saw the man and called police again. He 
was soon spotted by officers and arrested. 

Scoban got in by breaking a small pane of 
glass to reach keys hanging inside the door 
which he used to enter the property. 

He had arrived legally in this country 
to find work nine months earlier but was 
homeless after losing his car wash job and 
the accommodation that went with it. 

The victim is now on anti depressants 
as she struggles to overcome the dreadful 
shock of the break in. Mr Jasvir Mann, de¬ 
fending, conceded: “The defendant was at 
the end of his tether.” 

Scoban, of no fixed address and without 
previous convictions in this country, admit¬ 
ted burglary and was jailed for 10 months 
by Judge Simon Ward. 


WARLEY Woods has again been 
named as one of the top 10 best 
parks in the country.

Chiefs in travellers hope 


THIS time last year Viv Cole 
could not run 100 metres 
without getting out of breath 
and needing to stop. 

But this month she is celebrat¬ 
ing after completing the Simply- 
health Great Birmingham Run 
in an incredible two hours and 14 
minutes. 

She also raised more than £2,000 for 
Sandwell’s Warley Woods at the same 
time. To top it all off she managed 
to shed four stone thanks to her half 
marathon efforts. 

Viv, aged 51, is the trust manager 
for the Woods in Smethwick. She said 
wanted to complete the run so she 
could raise money to replace some of 
the old, rotting benches at the park. 

She said: “Back in January I was a 
non-runner. But I had started losing 
weight last October and wanted to do 
something to keep me running. 

“So the half marathon seemed like 
something just possible, but also some¬ 
thing that would keep me really work¬ 
ing hard. My goal was to run through 
all of it, and not stop, which I did. I 
actually cried as I went over the fin¬ 
ish line, it wasn’t anything I thought 
I could do.” 

It was a wet, and windy day for 
all participants on the day of the half 
marathon - October 14 - but Viv said 
for her ‘the sun was shining at the 
end’. “I just thought, as I was in my 
fifties, if I didn’t take control of my 
health now then I felt there could be 
problems around the corner,” she said. 

Viv, who lives in Stourport with her 
husband Mark and her pet cats, raised 
£2,776 for Warley Woods. 

The money will allow the trust to 
buy three new benches at £850 each. 

The benches feature memorial 
plaques and are sentimental to the 
families who place them there. 


COUNCIL chiefs are seeking an in¬ 
junction to block travellers pitching 
up in a field following the death of a 
child.

This situation 
became even more of a challenge when 
another group joined the bereaved 
family to take advantage of the tolera¬ 
tion being given by the city.”

Sporting character, space and 
economy with flagship Superb 



Skoda is bidding for a bigger share 
of the executive car market with a 
new, high specification version of 
its Superb. 

The Superb range, already a class- 
leader for space, has been joined 
by the new flagship Sportline Plus in 
either estate or hatchback guise. 

With prices from £29,330, a choice 
of petrol and diesel engines and C02 
emissions from a low 113g/km the 
model offers big car comfort with 
economy and tax efficiency. 

The new flagship follows the 
addition of the Sportline two years 
ago, coinciding with upgrades across 
the Superb range. 

It sits on a lowered (by 15mm) sports 
chassis and gains an XDS electronic 
locking differential, as used on 
sportier models across the VW Group 
for sharper handling and greater 
stability. 

Engine choices range from 150 
to 280PS (the latter with four wheel 
drive). The 150PS versions - either 
1.4 litre turbo petrol or 2.0 diesel - are 
likely to be the most popular choices. 

The test car was a diesel version, 
with a list price of £30,335. Its vital 
statistics are impressive - 0 to 62mph 
in 9.1 seconds, 66.7mpg average and 
113g/km of C02. 

Interior space is class-leading, 
particularly for rear seat passengers 
(you’d need to pay a great deal more 
for something in the limousine class to 
beat it) and a family sized 530 litres of 
boot space. 

It’s high on refinement too, with a 
smooth, quiet ride even over broken 


B-roads, in spite of the sports chassis 
which sharpens the Superb’s handling 
- it tackles the twisty bits with the 
poise of a much smaller car. 

A progressive ‘dynamic steering’ 
system sharpens up the steering 
while remaining easy for low speed 
manoeuvres. The sports chassis is 
also electronically stabilised and the 
driver can select a driving mode - 
including ‘sport’ to instantly put the 
car in its most responsive mode. 

The alcantara sports seats with 
diamond stitching are sumptuous and 
electrically adjustable for the driver 
who also has a sports steering wheel 
with remote controls for a variety of 
functions. 

From the outside, the Sportline Plus 
is distinguished by its twin exhaust 
tailpipes, 19-inch alloys, LED lights 
at the rear and adaptive bi-xenon 


headlights at the front, a gloss black 
rear spoiler and sports trim. 

Rear passengers benefit from 
privacy glass, and other features 
include heated front seats, LED 
ambient lighting with a choice of 10 
colours, carbon optic trim and climate 
control.

Having a ball by 
hitting the wall 


IT’S been described as the world’s healthiest 
sport. But while there are more squash courts in 
England than any other country - 8,500 in fact - 
the amount of people playing the game is falling. 

But thousands of players recently picked up their rack¬ 
ets to celebrate World Squash Day. 

And Wolverhampton Lawn Tennis and Squash Club is doing 
everything it can to encourage people to take up the sport. 

The club runs with the slogan ‘Get healthy, play sport and make 
friends’. And coach Chris Dawson, who gave me my first squash 
lesson, believes the game is perfect for anyone looking to improve 
their health and fitness. 

“The aim for us is to get more people to give squash a go - be¬ 
cause we’re confident once they do, they will take to it straight 
away,” he said. 

“It’s a great game for fitness and I’d encourage anyone of an 
age to get involved because there are so many different sides to 
the game. 

Different 

“There are a few simple rules. But there are so many different 
shots you can play. 

“You can play with power and hit the ball hard and fast. But 
it’s very easy to slow that down. Everyone can find their niche. 
It’s all about controlling the ball, concentrating all the time and 
being one step ahead. 

“It’s like a game of chess, everyone has a weakness - it’s about 
finding that.” 

With more than 1,000 members, Wolverhampton Lawn Tennis 
and Squash Club has a variety of ways people can get into the 
sport. Courts can be hired between friends, one-on-one lessons 
are available and there are also leagues for people looking for a 
competitive edge. 

But it is the club’s ‘mixer’ sessions that are ideal for newcomers, 
with players able to go up against different people while learning 
new skills. 

“The great thing here is that there is always somebody who 
wants a game,” Dawson continued. “We have over 1,000 members 
and there is something for everybody. 

“You can book a court, have individual lessons and there are 
also internal leagues. 

“Our mixer sessions are also popular and take place on a Tues¬ 
day, Wednesday and Friday and everybody is welcome. We nor¬ 
mally have a group of around eight people turn up so we open four 
or five courts. 

“You then play against each other but, often it won’t just be

a game. One of the coaches will set a certain routine to help you 
improve your game. In a game, all you think about is winning the 
rally. But if you’re given a routine, you are trying to do something 
with the ball and it quickly helps you to improve.” 

While some people may find it daunting to walk into a squash 
club, Dawson - who recently moved down from Lancashire - says 
everyone is made to feel welcome in Wolverhampton. 

“I have only been here about a month but everyone has been 
very friendly and very welcoming,” he continued. 

Slower 

“And here you can go at your own pace and make the game your 
own. The first step is to come down and try it and you can pick it 
up at any age. 

“There are people here in their 80s playing squash. There is also 
racket ball, which is slower and has a bigger ball which bounces 
more and gives you more time. 

“The important thing to remember is the game is all about 
movement. If your movement is right, if you can pick up just a few 
small things, the game isn’t as tough as you think. 

“It’s all about making it efficient for yourself.” 

As well as encouraging older people to take up the sport, Wol¬ 
verhampton Lawn Tennis and Squash Club also wants to see more 
youngsters playing the game. 

The club runs coaching sessions for youngsters aged between 
five and 17. And Dawson is eager to get more through the door. 

“As far as juniors go, on the tennis side - we’ve got quite a few, 
but on the squash side we’re trying to build it up,” he added. “We 
haven’t got that many at the moment but we’re hoping to change 
that.”
